Aero, Avion Tourlsmc.. S.A.," 
or in short Ad Astra 
Acro, The share canital 
Amounted w 000,000 francs, The 
fleet numbered 16 aircraft. 

In 1920, the first business 
ycar, the Company’s seven pilots 
made 4,600 flights:carrying 7,384 
passengers,
